BLOOD FLOWS; 
BULLETS FLY; 
NAN HUNT ON 

Sierra Madre had all the ex¬ 
citement of a real battle yester¬ 
day afternoon, with blood flow¬ 
ing and bullets flying. But the 
blood flowed before the bullets 
were fired and nobody was hit 
by the latter. 

Trouble started between Jack 
Walker and “Happy” Maynard 
Odem, teamsters, who work, or 
have worked for S. K. Lessley. 
The dispute led to blows and in 
the fray Walker came olf victor. 
Odem, with his face bloody and 
otherwise the worse for the con¬ 
flict, ran home and procured a 
22-caliber repeating rifle. 

In his absence, Walker was 
advised by Lessley to find the 
marshal and give himself up to 
avoid arrest and prosecution as 
a result of the fight. Walker 
accordingly made his way to the 
city hall for the purpose. 

While Walker was paying his 
visit to the city hall Odem re¬ 
turned to the scene of the fray 
armed for revenge. Not finding 
his antagonist there, he turned 
his attention with a remark as 
to the fight having been a frame 
up in which Lessley was con¬ 
cerned. According to reports, 
he then began to shoot at Less¬ 
ley, apparently regarding one 
as fit a subject for revenge as 
the other. 

As Roy Edwards happened to 
be passing in a delivery auto, 
Lesley climbed in and was tak¬ 
en to his home on East Grand 
View, Odem following. 

In response to a telephone 
call Marshal Steinberger went 
to the scene of hostilities but 
“Happy’ had taken refuge in 
the brush of the Santa Anita 
wash. Aerial scouts on nearby 
pumping plant toners were un¬ 
able to locate him and there he 
staid till night fall. Up to noon 
today he was reported still “at 
large.’ 

Walker was brought before 
recorder Stubbins and fined $20 
for his part in the fracas.

ON WATER SITUATION 

At the last meeting of the 
Trustees when the Board of 
Trade presented its request thatk 
free water he supplied to those 
who desired to raise vegetables 
in home gardens the Trustees 
requested that a committee of 
the Board of Trade be appointed 
to confer with a committee of 
the Trustees. Messrs. Arthur 
Johnson Jr., W. S. Andrews and 
G. L. Kelley were appointed to 
represent the Board of Trade. 
They have made a thorough in¬ 
vestigation of the entire water 
situation in Sierra Madre and 
owing to their painstaking work 
they have been able to lay before 
the Trustees data which has re¬ 
sulted in a calling of a special 
meeting to rescind the action 
formerly thought necessary in 
applying the excess water rate 
during the month of May. 

At the next meeting of the 
Board of Trade to be held at 8 
P. M., Monday May 7, the water 
question will be thoroughly dis¬ 
cussed as well as the question 
of Home Gardens. It is expected 
that there will be a large attend¬ 
ance. All water consumers both 
domestic and irrigators are cor¬ 
dially invited to be present 
whether members or not. 
Among others Messrs. Felgate 
and Johnson will address the 
Board.

STATE LEGISLATURE’S 

WORK IS FINISHED 

(Continued from Page One) 

passed. The Workman’s Compensation 
Bill, the Social Insurance Commission 
Bill and various measures giving to 
women more equal rights with men also 
passed. 

Here is a brief resume of the enact¬ 
ments, including some of the most im¬ 
portant measures: 

Labor Legislation 

Organized and unorganized labor 
are benefited by the re-enactment ol’ 
the Workman’s Compensation law. 
The important features of this meas¬ 
ure are the bringing of farmers under 
the Industrial Accident and Insurance 
Commission, the reduction of the wait¬ 
ing period after injury from two weeks 
to ten days, and the safeguarding of 
workmen against loss through failure 
of insurance companies to pay benefits 
in case of accident or illness growing 
out of employment. The Anti-Injunc¬ 
tion Law dees what the title implies— 
prohibits the use of court injunctions 
in labor disputes or strikes. The 
measure follows somewhut the Clayton 
Federal law. 

Judiciary Reform 

Two proposed amendments to the 
Constitution were adopted. One pro¬ 
vides for an extra department in the 
Courts of Appeal in Ban Francisco and 
Los Angeles to expedite appeals. The 
other creates municipal or inferior 
courts in the two large cities to take 
over many civil actions now handled 
in the Superior Courts. Many other 
measures umeudiug the codes in mat¬ 
ters pertaining to procedure also were 
passed. 

Social Insurance — A Constitutional 
amendment was adopted for submission 
to the people, giving the Legislature 
authority to ostablish social or health 
insurance laws us may be doenrnd nec¬ 
essary. The Social Insurance Commis¬ 
sion, created by the Legislature of 
1915, was continued to proceed with its 
work of collecting data on the subjects 
of social and health insurance, and has 
an appropriation of 922,000 with which 
to carry this work to completion. 

Housing Laws—Three measures pro¬ 
viding for better bousing conditions, 
better sanitation and a greater degree 
of safety were sent to the Governor. 
The size of rooms, the ventilation feu 
turns, lighting and hall way conditions 
in tenement houses are provided for. 

Blue Sky Law 

The old Investment Companies Act, 
known as the Blue Sky Law, receives 
a now name—Corporate Securities Act 
—and the powera of the Commissioner 
are enlarged, and the scope of the law 
brondeued. One of the big new features 
of the law is the giving of power to the 
State over the brokers who sell stock 
in the State. This is to reach the sell¬ 
ers of wild cat stock from other States, 
which could not be reached under the 
old law. Added protection is givsn 
to investors as well as to the legiti 
mate corporations doing business in the 
State. The law ns refrained is stronger 
and in the interest of those concerns 
which do legitimate business in Cali¬ 
fornia. 

FlBh Exchange and Market Director 

The Fish Exchange Bill gives to the 
State Market Director the power to 
create exchanges, control the selling 
and fixing of prices of fish, and requires 
dealers to pay a fes for the maiatsn 
ance of the department. It is designed 
to prevent the dumping of flek into the 
ocean and bay* by the so-called flab 
trust in order to hold up the price of 
fish. It al ms to bring tliis food com 
modity within the reach of the poor 
by fixing reasonable and just prices 
therefor. 

This act is predicated on the theory 
that the fish belongs to the State, and 
therefore the State has the right to 
control its distribution. The Market 
Director — Colonel Harris Weiustock, 
the father of the bill — is given wide 
powers, and the State will be in abso 
lute control of this food and its die 
tribut.ion. 

The HtHlo Market Commission Aot, 
created in 1915, is broadened. The 
principal fight against the Market Di¬ 
rector during the suasion was because 
he did not carry out the provisions of 
the original law—the establishment of 
State market depots for the handling 
of products directly from the producer 
to the consumer. Tho measure passed 
gives the Director powor to do what 
he had been doing without authority 
in law—the encouragement of organi¬ 
zation of producers, co-operative asso¬ 
ciations for disposing of crops and 
bringing producers, distributors and 
consumers together. 

He is vested with wide advisory 
powers, and ulso shall collect data on 
supply, demand, prices, movement ami 
distribution of footle. 

This was one of the bitter fights of 
the session, opponents of the Director 
endeavoring to abolish the Department. 
Land Colonization, or Rural Credits 
In this measure the Btate launches 
upon u big colonization project to 
demonstrate the highest methods of col¬ 


onization and the working of rural 
credits. The measure came out of the 
investigations of tho State Rural Cred¬ 
its Commission. 

The object is to start a “back to 
the soil’’ movement by encouragfng 
men of small capital to enter farming. 
A Board of five will administer the 
act. In brief, it. provides that the State 
shall purchase 10,000 acres of land, 
which will he subdivided into small 
farms and sell to legitimate settlers ef 
small means on liberal credit terms. 

Sales are to be made on loans with 
amortizing payments extending to not 
more than 40 years, and with the right 
to pay- off the loan in five years. In¬ 
terest is to be at the lowest possible 
minimum. An appropriation of $260,000 
is made with which to purchase the 
10,000 acres. 

This project, it is planned, will be 
worked out by taking advantage, so far 
as possible, of the Federal Rural Ored 
its Law. 

Public Utilities Act 

Increased jurisdiction of the State 
Railroad Commission is given in this 
enactment over public service concerns. 
It extends power of the Commission 
over automobiles engaged in freight 
and passenger traffic between munici¬ 
palities. Another bill, known ns the 
Jitney Bus Bill, places jitneys under 
the Railroad Commission for regulation. 

Fish and (lame Legislation — The 
most important in this subdivision is 
the non sale of trout measure. It pro¬ 
hibits the gale of trout. Another bill 
permits the snle of domwticuted trout, 
and still another permits the shipment , 
of domesticated trout from other 
States. 

The killing of an elk is made a fel¬ 
ony in one bill; Jaekrabbits are clnssed 
as predatory animals in another; pro¬ 
tection is takeu from the yellow-ham¬ 
mer, and a bill prohibits the chasing 
of deer in season with more than one 
dog. 

Still another bill provides that the 
head and antlers of a deer must be kept 
for ten days. The trout fishing season 
is made fifteen days longer. 

Education 

One of the most important of the 
measuroe affecting education is the pro 
posed amendment to the constitution 
for free text books for the Hi «h 
Schools. It does not carry provision 
for manufacture by the State nor for 
a uniform course of study. The text 
books shall be furnished by the dis 
trieta, aot the Btate. 

Aleo of great importance is the Voca¬ 
tional Training BUI. Acceptance by the 
State of the Subth-Hughea bill In C-on 
greaa ia provided. Tie Federal Gov 
eminent, under this act, wiH appro 
priate $40,000 for vocational training 
in the High Schools If the State will 
give a like lum. Federal co-operation 
laoreaeee until In 10tl it totals $850, 
000. The training in the High Schools 
will be in non professional occupation!, 
such as agriculture and trades, and also 
domestic science. 

Junior colleges ulso are created, pro¬ 
viding for the first two years of uni¬ 
versity work in High Schools. 

Additional funds for tho Elementary 
Sohools are provided in a series of bills. 
Another bill provides for physical train 
ing in High Schools, consisting of 30 
minutes a day. Credit is given iu so¬ 
other for time spent in vocational train 
ing classes. The raising of school ap¬ 
portionment is designed to assist tho 
schools ia rursl districts by making it 
possible to secure the services of bet¬ 
ter teachers. 

Miscellaneous 

Under the head of flood control, an 
appropriation of $500,000 was made for 
carrying on the work of the State and 
Federal Governments in correcting and 

deepeaiug the channel of the Sacra 
raeate River so hs to handle the flood-

A new automobile law was enacted, 
providing for protection against blind¬ 
ing ray* of hsadlights, and requiring 
additional safeguards in the operation 
of machines on the highways. 

Ona bill provides for the service of 
woman on Juries. 

Convict labor may be used on county 
rends, where the counties provide funds 
for -the cost thereof. 

A Constitutional amendment is offer 
ed to provide for the State budget. 
This is done now without authority of 
the Constitution. 

Exemption from taxation of the 
Y. M. C. A. and the Y. W. C. A. is 
provided in nn amendment proposed. 

The right to borough privileges and 
prerognti vci in districts annexed to 
cities are included in another amend 
ment. This is one of the outgrowths 
of the desire on the part of Sian Fran 
cisco to annex a portion of San Mateo 
county.
